of Peers on Monday laft, than time would permit us to in- 
fert in Saturday’s. paper. } 
HOUSE or LORDS. 
Monday, Feb. 4. 

Deferred hearing counfel on the Wigtown Peerage tv Wed- 
nefday. 

About four o’clock, the Houfe being fuller above than we 
recolleét to have feen it during the courfe of the. prefent felon, 
the firlt day ottly excepted. ° 

The Duke &t Richmond rofe to introduce his promifed mo- 

tion refpeéting the execution of Colonel J,aac Haynes. His 
Grace began with ubferving, that, in his opinion, nothing could 
fo effectually operate to the removal of that acrimony which 
had proved {o powerful an impediment towards any reconcilia- 
tion with America, as a demonitration being given, that what, 
ever initance of cafwal injuftice or cafual cruelty might take 
place in the conduét of our military proceedings, they were by 
no means fanctioned either by the peneral body of the people 
in the country, or by the legiflature who prefided init. A 
meafure of that kind would deftroy one great difficulty, and 
might pave the way under more propitious circum(tances for 
the romoval of others. An idea, he faid, had been ftarted in 
the courfe of what had fallen on this fabject on a previous de- 
bate, that ic would be highly unjuft and unfair to. proceed in 
this enquiry, as in its poilible confequence it might affeét the 
charaéttr of an officer of the moft unfpotted reputation, and 
the greateft merit. Far be it from. him to difpute Lord 
Rawdon’s pretenfions to every praife that friendly panegyric 
could beftow ; but in great legiflatorical difcufhions, perional 
character was an idea that ought never to creep into their re- 
colieétion, nor influence their proceedngs in the leaft. It was 
no matter to them whethera man, who might be confequentially 
affected by a neceilary parliamentary inveitigation, had, previ- 
ous to that period, poffeffed a good or a bad reputation: it was 
their duty to proceed with the enquiry fairly and juftly, and 
Jet the confequences light where they might, without the leaft 
regard to perfonal circumitance, of any denomination whatever. 
It the gentleman who might be ultimately concerned, poffefled 
a good character, the probability was, that the refule of any 
enquiry would reflect additional luftre upon it; if he had a bad 
one, it might operate as an advantage, but could not do him 
any material injury.———A\t all events, and under all confi- 
derations, circuuwitances of fuch a nature ought never to be at- 
tended to; and therefore, from that time, he never wifhed to 
be again told, ‘* Do not proceed on thié bufinefs, left fuch a 
perfon fhould be affected ; wait till another is returned,’’ &c, 
&c. The bufinefs of the nation iuperceded every concern of 
an individual nature, and ought never to be fufpended on any 
private account whatever, —His Grace having obviated 
this objection to the enquiry, proceeded to ftate, as he had done 
on Friday Jaft, that he received the papers upon which he foun 
ded his purpofe of eriquiry, from Mr Bowman, a Loyalift in 
Philadelpisi:: that he hisnafelf knew nothing perfonally of their 
truth or faiictood : that the object of hie prefent motion was, 
to remove any doubt ré{pedting the juftice of the reprefeutation 
he had then received, that thie objeét and authenticated truth 
might be at leaft difcovered, and the proper meafures adopted 
10 confeqeunce; either of refuting; by authorifed and official de- 
clarations, the exiitence of any juit foundarion for fuch a charge 
as the proclamation of General Green implicd in the tranfac- 
tion he alluded to, or of punifhing thofe immediately concerned 
in it. He would ndw, he faid, read the papers he had recei- 
ved refpecting the event in quettion, and afterwards. faggelt fuch 
temarks upon it as at this {tage of the-bafinefs he fhould think 
proper to fubmit to the Houle. His Grace then read his manu- 
icript account. 

In the firft letter, continued the Noble Duke, Mr /Zayme’s is 
informed, that a Council of General Officers will affemble to 
try him. In the fecond, coming immediately on the heels of 
the preceding one, he is given to underftand, that he will not 
be tried at all: that inftead of a trial, an exguiry would be in- 
ftituted on his conduct, and that a Counfel would be permitted 











to’ attend him.’ The next day after that, he is‘told, throtigh 
the mediuni of a memorandum ttan{mitted to him by Major 
Frafer, that his execution was agreed upon—What! inform a 
man by way of memorandum, that he was to be hanged ; he is 
promifed a lawyer ; he is promifed a régular enquify; but 're-" 
ceives a memorandum enjoining him to prepare for almoftiuftant 
execution. Was this the proceedings of mien who ate’ proper- 
ly entrufted with the adminiftration of civil or military juftice ? 
Was this the way of fupporting the natural character of the 
country they came from ? Contradiction and inconfiftency ap- 
peared in every ftage of their proceedings, as well asa total 
violation of the eftablifhed praétice of civilized nations in the 
end and refult of them. After this Mr Haynes requefted fome 
little protraction of the execution of,his fentence, for the fake 
of adjufting his affairs, feeing his children, and preparing him- 
felf for fo awful a change. This was refufed to be granted 
him. He was told, he was to fuffer next morning, Xt one 
o’clock in the appointed day, the Provolt of the prifon_ entered 
accordingly into the apartmerits of Mr Playnes, and told “him 


he was to prepare for the completion Of his feotence, ‘and’ that” 


at five o’clock he was to be ready to leave the’prifon to be ex- . 


ecuted at fix. At three in the fame morning the Provoft re- 
turned and informed the prifoner, that at the intefceffion of 
General Bull and fome other refpeCtable characters, the Right 
Honourable Lord Rawdon and Colonel Balfour, had confent- 
ed toa refpite for eight and forty hours, and that the principal 
inducements for their exercife of this lenity was this, that they 
were told that he had conduéted himfelf with great humanity 
towards fome Britifh prifoners, who had been formerly in his 
cultody. Good God! exclaimed his Grace—here was a rea- 
fon—here was a coincidence between caufe and effe&. You 
have formerly exercifed great humanity towards our foldiers, 
and therefore we will not Sing you for two days to come.———— 
What a return for humanity? How would this found in the 
ears of polifhed Europeans? How would it operate with our 
irritated fellow fubjeéts in America? At a time when a perfon 
had made up his mind for déath—when the near approach of 
it had probably reconciled him to its terrors, or blunted their 
poignancy—when he had undergone perhaps the fharpeft pang 
it is accompanied with—what a time was that to come with a 
temporary protection, to reftore him juft fo far to this world, 
as to renew the bitternels of his fenfations at quitting it, and to 
make him, by the renovation of the laft parting agony, faffer 


| the actual diftrefs of what might fairly be confidered as little 


better than a double death. All thefe circumftances, when 


- taken into one colleftive confidetation, conftituted, in his judg- 














ment, a molt crying atgumént for legiflatorial interference, and 
would for ever difgrace this country, if not fairly, fully, and 
candily elucidated. Independent, however, of tlie inherent ir- 
regularities and cruelties of the proceedings on this’ occafion, 
which fo powerfully appealed to the breafts and feelings of jtheir 
Lordhhips, for the fulleft inveftigation, there was another ar- 
gument of national policy, which ought to have the grearelt o- 
peration with see e Procla a which had been iffued 
by General Greeifé, in tonfequence of the execution of Colonel 
Haynes was of a nature that menaced the moft dreadful con- 
fequences to Britifh officers engapéd in the American fervice, 
and of courfe would: be attended with the worft ‘effeéts to the 
kingdom in general. There was every reafon, therefore, de- 
ducible from national wifdom and private humanity, to induce 


the Houfe to proceed in the prefent inveftigation, and he could’, 


of courfe entertain no doubt of their acquieicence in the motion 
he intended to produce before them, as it went only to a requeft 
for papers, which were perfectly exclafive in their fature, aiid 
went no farther than to fapply the Houfe with the information 
neceflary for torming a complete judgment on the fubject before 
ahem. - His Grace then proceeded to read a Jong ftring of mo- 
tions, the collective purport of which were: ** That an hum- 
** ble addrefs be piefented to his: Majefty, requefting that he 
will be gracioufly pleafed to ordef the proper officers to lay 
before the Houfe, all the official. papers that have ‘been re-

furrender to this country.—The copies of the commifhons of 
the powers which have been given to the different officers 
and commanders there, refpeéting the adminiftration of civil 
and military juftice ; the copies of all the pfoclamations that 
have been iffued ; the copies of the: proclamations iffued by 
General Greene, and all the official accbunts which have at- 
rived relative to-the execution of Colonel Z/aac Haynes.” 
&c. &c. His Grace*s motion iucladed feveral other pa- 
pers of a fimilar defcription with the above, and all tending to 
produce every intelligence that could in the moft remote de* 
gree, affect the fubject of his intended enquiry. 

After the motion had been, in due form, read by the Lord 
Chancellor from the Woollfack. 

Lord Waljingham aroie, and faid, that fo far as the infla+ 
ence of humanity extended, he did not conceive he thould-ex- 
perience any difference of feeling from the noble Duke; they 
doubtlefs would feel on certain océafions ésuual fincerity, and 
in an equal degree, but might differ fome times, as to what they 
deemed juft opportunities for the difplay of it. For his own 
part, he could not confider oppofition to the prefent motion a3 
participating of cruelty in the moft diftaht. refpect ;, for an in- 
veftigation, without a bafis, could never anfwer the purpofes 
of true humanity. That was literally the cale in the prefent 
initance, for the noble Duke had’ been informed, in the previ- 
ous debate on this fabjeét, that Government had received no 
official information whatever conterning this tranfaction, and 
his Grace, of courfe, could not poflibly have any other founda- 
tion for the motion of a‘propofed enquiry, but fuch as origina- 
ted from news-papet repréferifation;, or the equally fallacious 
communications of a private individual. The papers which his 
Grace had read to the Houfé, were reprefented by their date, 
to have been delivered for tranfmifiion to the Congrefs on the 2d 
of Augult lait; it was very fingular, that, at that period, as he 
had very good reafon to believe, Mr Bowman, who had fent the 
papers to the noble Duke, was at a great diftance from Charlef-

of an enquiry ;—having fuggefted alfo a doubt, and a confider- 
able one with him, as ta the immediase competency of the 
Houfe, in the particular inftance before them ; and, finally, de- 
monftrated the entire propricty of the conduct gf the officers 
concerned in the event in queltion, he flattered himfelf he 
fhould have the cancurrence. of their Lordthips, in thinking the 
enquiry highly improper, and, of courfe, in giving cheir nega- 
ore oo ihe. evan before them, .as the firfl ftage of that en- 
ry> ; 
% Lord Shelburne fpoke next, and contended, that, though all 
the circumftances attending the execution of Mr Haynes had 
“not been fo far authenticated a to warrant any noble Lord in 
maintaining their veracity, yet, it was evident that there were 


two faéts which admitted of no controverfy, becaufe nobody 


had attempted to deny them. Thefe were, firft, That Colo- 
nel Haynes had been actually executed ; and, fecondly, That 
General Green had iffued a very alarming proclamation in con- 
fequence. The Jatter fact certainly, upom a prima facie in- 
{pection, feemed to imply, that there had been fomething wrong 
in the mode and circumftances of the firft ; and therefore there 
was certainly fufficient grounds for entering upon an enquiry, 
the refult of which could be injurious to no man, if juftice had 
been properly adminiftered ; and, if the contrary had been the 
fa&t, athorough inveftigation was beyond-all doubt eminently 
neceflary. He could not by any means admis ‘the doétrine 
which had been laid down by the Noble Lord who fpoke laft, 
refpecting the legality of configning officers who had been guil- 
ty of a breach of parole, to death in/fanter, but confidered it as 
one of the moft cruel, as well as one.of the moft novel max- 
ims that was ever attempted to be eftablithed. He had known 
' gentlemen who had been faid to have been guilty of this viola- 
tion of their promife, and though he has-always heard. it repre- 
fented as a difhonourable practice, as being repugnant to the ex- 
treme delicacy of military honour, yet he never under{tood it, 
nr did any profeffional man, with whom he. had ever conver- 
fed, underftand it as an offence of fuch magnitude as fubjeéted 


the individual to the penalty of death, and that too in fuch a 
manner as to preclude the form of judicial proceedings, and to 


require, as the noble Vifcount had expreffed it, death inflanter. 


After having controverted this point of fact, the Noble Lord 


proceeded to demonftrate the impolicy of the proceeding in 


queftion, in a national view, and concluded with declaring his 
warm approbation of the motion. His Lordthip introduced a 
walt variety of well-felected illuftrations on the different fubjeéts 
difcovered the wideft range of po- 

litical obfervation, but was fonewhat lefs pointed than he gene-

war, it has been deemed expedient, by univerfal confent, to 
doom the offender to death, Now, if a man is to be configned 
to immediate execution for bravely entering the lines of an e- 
nemy, and with a full knowledge before him, that a difcovery 
fubjects him to inevitable death, for daring to undertake fuch 
perilous fervice to ferve liis couatry, how much more does he 
deferve it, who adds fraud to the performance of his hoftile en- 
deavours, and adds to the admited enormity of the one act, 
the further criminality of a deliberate breach of contract in the 
other? A fpy, continued his Lordthip, is, in my opinion, a 
brave and honourable enemy, compared with him who returns 
to inimical proceedings during the pendency of his parole. 
The {py has it in his powet to be an enemy if he remains in his 
lines. The violator of his parole would have had no fach 
power, if the lenity of his captor had not voluntarily granted it 
tohim. His Lordthip tow ptoceéded to ftate the circumilan- 
ces under which Colonel Haynes had fuffered the death which 
the ganeral law of nations, he faid, prefcribed to fuch. offen- 
ders. —He had been taken prifones, when he gave his promife, 
not only to be an inaétive obferver of neutrality in the difputes 
between this country and America, but took the oaths of alle- 
giance. After this he retires to-about five miles from Charles- 
Town; he there, for a time, exercifes his domeftic employ- 
ments, and takes care, under the fecurity of the Britifh arms, 
fhis private fortune.. Soon after he reverts to his rebellious 
principles, and, with 200 followers, falls upon a gentleman in 
the neighbourhood, who was alfoa prifoner on parole, of the 
namc of Creighton, and threatens. to deftroy him, if he does 
not relinquith his parole, and aét in defiance to his vath of al- 
*| legiance. Mr Creighton preferved himfelf from murder, only 
by concealing himfelf in-a corn-field. Several other people 

were killed by Mr Haynes’s followers, for not acceding to his 
propofal of returning to rebellion after parole.. He was taken 
‘in the very aét of exciting thofe tumults, and was brought to 
Charleftown. What then! continued his Lordthip, was there 
any thing in the circumftance of this cafe to operate as a pal- 

liative for the general criminality, which, ” the unanimous 
‘ voice of writers, and the eftablifhed cuftom of nations has been 
annexed to this offence ? Who can venture to fay fo ?—This, 
my Lords, is my clear and decided opinion upon the prefent 
inftance, that fo far from any blame being to be applied to my 
Lord Rawdon and Colonel Balfour, I fhould have thought 
them both highly criminal, highly worthy the cenfure of their 
country, if they had acted in’ the fmalleft refpe& differently 
from what they did.
